As Others See Us. 

CANADA. 

[K. Y. World, Fob. 10, 1870.] 

"What may probably bo regarded as 
the most important sossiou of tho Do- 
minion Parliament since confedera- 
tion will bo opened to-day at Ottawa. 
Americans especially are interested iu 
its deliberations, since the British Co- 
lumbia question, tho Reciprocity 
Treaty, and tho Tariff will all como 
up. Mr. Mackenzie, ever a true 
friend of tho Unitod States, finds his 
Administration, if not in a critical, at 
least in an unpleasant position. This is 
not from any fault of his own, for in 
ability, earnestness, and, above all, 
honesty, his Cabinet is infinitely the 
superior of the horde of Tory bribe- 
takers whom public opinion not long 
since hurled from the high office they 
had long disgraced. But the Ministry 
of Sir John A. Macdonald left to its 
successors a number of extravagant 
contracts, as the Canada Pacific Kail- 
way, to carry out which the national 
faith was pledged, but which could 
not be carried out without bringing 
the country to the verge of bankrupt- 
cy. At the same time that this heavy 
drain was made upon the revenues of 
the country, the whole commercial 
system was deranged. A factious 
prosperity, sure precursor of over 
trading, speculation and disaster, re- 
sulted directly from the vicious finan- 
cial policy of Sir Francis HincKs; now 
there is a falling-off in imports and 
consequently in rovenue; times are 
hard — and the Government is blamed. 
British Columbia is mutinous because 
bar people will not reap the benefit 
thay hate expected from gigantic ex- 
penditures for the construction of the 
Pacific Railway, and is ready to talk 
of secession or annexation, probably 
without meaning either, but neverthe- 
less loudly. Altogether Mr. Macken- 
zie has an arduous task before him. 

Americans will be interested in the 
discussion of reciprocity and the tariff. 
That the treaiy of 1854, which was 
advantageous to us, was abrogated, 
was our fault; it was our fault also 
that the treaty of 1874 was not ratifi- 
ed. While the Canadians are prepar- 
ed to enter into fresh negotiations, it 
is not surprising if they expect us to 
tako the initiative and give adequate 
guarantees of our sincerity. It is an 
open Becret that the tariff will be re- 
vised and raised. Tho heavy defieit 
of this year and the alarming increase 
of the expenditure aud the debt under 
the MacDonald administration, make 
itimperative to impose higher duties 
or to borrow. This, however, is not a 
step in tho direction of Protection, nor 
is it true, as the high-tariff organs of 
Canada have protended, that popular 
sentiment favors tho Chinese-wall 
policy. The resolutions of tho Domin- 
ion Board of Trade demanding higher 
duties reflect public opinion just in 
the same sense that tho utterances of 
the Pennsylvanian iron-masters do 
here. They have been repudiated by 
such papers as the Toronto "Globe" 
and St. John "Telegraph," which 
openly rogret such meaningless action 
at tho very time that the Democratic 
ascendancy in American politics prom- 
ised a more liberal policy on this side 
of tho line of 4.5 degrees, than had ob- 
tained under the rule of Pig-Iron Kel- 
ley and Bowie-Knife Potter. 

AN ARTIFICIAL MOTHER. 



(From the Hartford t.'ouraut.) 

Mr. T. B. Rogers, tho famous poul - 
try-raiser at AVethersfield, has 'sensed 
the precise thing' aud has invented 
What ho calls an "artificial mother" 
for tho rearing of young chickons. Ho 
estimates that about 50 per cent of 
chickons hatched are lost by Buffering 
from cold, by being stepped on by 
their mother, by cats and other ani- 
mals, and in various other ways. Ho 
also finds that chickens to bo profit- 
able should bo hatched in the winter. 
He has hatched three broods in nino 
weeks with one hen— that is.ho takes 
nway the chickons as soon as hatched 
and places fresh oggs under tho hon, 
and in this way keeps her buay > pro- 
pagating chickons. Mr. Rogers' next 
move was to got soino invention that 
would take care of tho chickons when 
hatched, and ho has constructed what 
ho calls an "artificial mother." This 
ia a box with two compartments, and 
about 3 feet by 2J foot wide. In tho 
roar is a lid covered with wool, which 
shuts within 9 inches of the bottom; 
this iB out off from tho front part by a 
atrip tbat can be raised on hinges. 



The front is protected by lattice-work, 
giving plenty of air and light, and on 
the outside are tin tronghs, in which 
gravel, food, and water are placed. 
The chickens can easily get their bills 
into these, and when they have got 
their fill they can run under tho wool- 
covered lid, which is so soft and com- 
fortable that they imagine that they 
are under the old hen's wings. Mr. 
Rogers had in one of theso boxes 
yesterday a brood of twouty-ono chick- 
ens, sixteen of which wore hatchod 
last Thursday, and five on Sunday. 
Thoy were all as lively as crickets and 
seemed perfectly at ease. Ho took 
them to the Springfiold poultry show 
and thoy atlracked a good deal of atten- 
tion. Mr. Rogers deals exclusively in 
mas, and thinks they are the light Brah- 
best layers as well as the most profi- 
table fowls for tho table. 

Speaking of tho deiniso of tho 'Hor- 
ald,' of Atlanta, Ga., tho Nashvillo 
'American' says: 

'The 'Herald's' suspension supports 
tbo proposition wo havo heretofore 
advanced, that to each city of not loss 
than 135,000 population only one daily 
journal can have reasonable hope of 
remunerative existence. One daily to 
every -10,000 of population is about 
tho newspaper supporting capacity of 
the largest and most prosperous cities. 
Its surviving rival had an older exist- 
ence aud more permanent good-will, 
for papers long established seem to 
have a marvellous tenacity of life.' 

Wo presume our contemporary is 
speaking only for communities like 
tho Southern cities where largo masses 
of the population aro non-readers. 
Still, tho general ratio of newspapers 
to population would not bo a great 
deal higher in the cities of the United 
States; while in England the rule is to 
have very few but largely circulated 
journals, and the ratio of daily news- 
papers to population would be much 
lower than 1 to 40,000. On the other 
hand, the Ontario cities support at 
least double the number of dailies 
that the same ratio would allow them. 
There is no doubt of tho fact that our 
Province contains as groat a number, 
if not a greater, of inveterate news- 
paper readers than does any similar- 
sized community in the world. — 'Tor- 
onto Globe.'

Annual Report of tho Board of Direc- 
tors of Royal Hospital, Victoria, 

Tour Directors beg to report that tho change made 
at the last general meeting, reducing the number of 
elective directors from Bixtcen to six, baa proved, in 
our opinion, a decided advantage. 

During the last ycai your directors considered it 
expedient to effect a change iu the staff of tho Hospit- 
al by substituting a visiting for a resident surgeon, 
and obtained the Bervlcea of Dr. Davie; also, engag- 
ing Mr. Rutherford and wifo ai steward and cook. 
This change your directors find has shewn increased 
efficiency with a considerable reduction in expendi- 
ture, as compared with previous years. 

Your directors regret to say that Illness deprlTed 
them of the services of Mr. itutherford, to whose ac- 
tlvo exertions much of the improvement intba work- 
ing of this Institution la due. Another change mads by- 
the Board was the purchase of supplies from trades, 
msn iu rotation, instead of by contract as formerly. 
This they consider has proved benoOcial so the Hos- 
pital and satisfactory to tho Board. 

At the commencement of the year the books of tho 
Hospital showed an indebtedness of $:j,0O8 70, which 
amount was met by a grant from tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment of $t!,000. Of thla Bum $2,250 has been re- 
ceived by tho Board aud paid over pro rati?, as shewn 
by tbo Treasurer's account; tho balance, $760, is still 
duo from tho Provincial Government. 

During tho year a now Ward has been erected by 
tho Government, which enabled the directors to in- 
crease the comfort of patients by making a day ward 
for convalescents to bo used also as a dining room. 
Hitherto all meals were served in the sick wards. 

The drainage, which was very defective, has been 
greatly improved, and a dead-house, which formerly 
waa underneath tho bulldiug, has been constructed 
on another part of the ground. 

Another Unptovenunt which adds much to the 
comfort of tho patienta, and which your directors 
have been able to do out of the ordinary revenue, was 
to purchase In England Iron bedsteads to replace the 
old stretchers. 

During thu year 105 patienta have beea admitted, 
making, with 22 already thero, a total of 127 Indoor 
patients. Of thin, 11 have died, V) have been dla. 
charged and 17 remain in the wards. Thero Iibvd also 
been 40 persons treated as outdoo- patients, receiv- 
ing advice and medicine gratis. The daily cost per 
head averages 90 cents, and deducting tho amouutB 
for furniture and repairs, reduces this to 84 cent* per 
head. The average, as reported last year, being $1 03, 
thus showing a saving of about 20 cents per head per 
day during the past year.

Surely the ex-organ is doing "yeo- 
man's service" in advancing the popu- 
larity of the Dominion Government in 
this Province.

Let us 
enumerato a few of the trades that 
have benefited by the expenditure: 
The blacksmith, tho tinsmith, the 
foundryinan.the wheelwright, the stove 
dealer, the hardware-dealer, the cloth- 
ier, tho carpenter, the builder, the 
lumber-dealer, the laborer, tbe farmer, 
the pork-curer, tho baker, the grocer, 
tho butcher, the miller, the physician, 
the druggist, tho hotel-keeper, the 
packer, the stage-owner, the steam- 
boat-owner, the saddler, tbe shoe- 
dealer, the importer, tho civil engi- 
neer, the clerk, the house-holder, the 
furniture-dealer, the barber, and last- 
ly,' tbe printer.

To Sitka and Back. 

Sir. California, March 12fA. 
Editob Colonist: — According to pro- 
mise I forward you a few items, which I 
hopo will be of interest to you, of the 
journoywf the steamer California from 
Victoria to Sitka. At 5 o'clock, Sunday 
tho 12th, tho gun fired as a signal to get 
ready to leave the wharf at "Victoria, aud 
sho Bailed at 6 o'clock with about 40 pas- 
songors, 100 tons freight, 8 oxen and two 
mules. Among tho passengers were Maj." 
Wm. Baokot, paymaster U.S.A., and his 
clerk Mr. Dunn, Dr. Baker, U.S.A., with 
M. Shorrick and myself for Sitka; tho re- 
mainder of tho passengers being for Fort 
Wrangel. Wo passed through Plumper 
Pass at 11 n.m. whero wo met with tho 
first appearance of snow, tho surround- 
ing bills being covored. Arrived at Na- 
ntiirao at 3:50 p.m. Left Nanaimo at 6:30 
p.m. and proceodod on our way to Fort 
Wrangle. Passed through Seymour Nar- 
rows at 7:30 a, rr.. Tuesday. Tho sur- 
rounding Bcenery is something magnifi- 
cent and would well pay tho tourist to 
tako tho trip for the various views pre- 
sented to his sight. "We arrived at Alert 
Bay at 3 p. m.. an Indian rauchorio 
where there aro some 400 Indians and one 
whito man, Mr. West Huson. A heavy 
snowstorm stopped our further progress 
and we came to anchor in the Bay where 
r,a laid till (J a.m. Wednesday, when tho 
snow clearing off we proceeded on our 
journey. The wind blows both fresh and 
cold and we aro now preparing for Queen 
Charlotte Sound, whero many expect to 
shift their cargos. It took four hours 
passing over the Sound, and tho steamer 
made a little by most of the soats being 
vacant at lunch time. It is now 10.15 p. 
m. and we are passing a Hudson Bay 
Company's trading post, Holla Bella, 
whero aro located some three or four 
hundred Indians. Wo are uow uearing 
another tough placo, do Capt. Hayes in- 
forms us, called Millbank Sound. Thurs- 
day at 10 a. m wo entered Granville 
Channel Borne 50 miles in length, and 
the scenery is beyond description; tho 
channel in somo places is but half a mile 
w^de and the hills on either side from 
wo to three thousand feet high aud cov- 
ored with trees. Tho day is splondid aud 
warm and tho passengers aro taking ad- 
vantage of tho genial weather by sitting 
around the deckB enjoying themselves 
the best way they can. Passed Motlnkat- 
lab, or Duncan's Mission, at 5:30, where 
the Rev. Mr. Duncan resides with about 
200 Indians of Fort Simpson, teaching 
them all kinds of trades, etc They have 
a very fine church, larger than any in 
Victoria, which tho Indians built them- 
selves under tho direction of Mr. Dun- 
can, and several fine houses. Muny of 
the Indians can both read and write well. 
Passing through Chatham Sound the 
steamer is rolling and making everyone but 
those who are used to it feel billiom; tbe 
wind is blowing so strong that the spray 
from the waves wash the deck of the 
ship and then freeze, making it danger- 
ous for promenading. We are now iu 
view of the NaaB river. Friday, the I7ih 
day of Auld Ireland, five days out from 
Victoria; we arrived at Fort Wrangel at 
11:30 a.m., where I saw many familiar 
faces from Victoria; it was fine weather 
and most of tho miners were preparing 
to leave for tho mines. The town is very 
picturesque and is built on a rock ; many- 
new buildings are going up. The Lille 
rise on both sides of tho city. We left at 
8 o'clock for Sitka. Saturday the 18th. 
passed by Capo Harmony at G a.m., at. 11 
a.m. nearing Mount Edgcombe, a majes 
tie mountain rearing its lofty summit 
high into tho clouds. Arrived at Sitka at 
1:30 p.m. The Citv of Sitka i» a curious 
place indeed; an old Kuesian city. There 
are some seven utreets, with some very 
old-fashioned houses two acd three stories 
high, occupied by the military as bar- 
racks. There is also a very old church of 
the Greek religion.which has a very high 
cupola and is finished inside with some 
very magnificent oil paintings from tho 

old toaster*. It has al«o a very Die* Iniri slo. k set 
In tbe u,»ar, with a rhime of hells. The population 
consists of about SCO whitrti and »omo SbO Indians. 
Tlji city is under m.rtlsl Uw wi.li Uspt. Campbell 
commanding.

The Mines — Weather - Health— 
Prospects, etc. 



Amongst the passengers who arrived 
here on Tuesday night por steamship 
California from Sitka and Tort Wrangei 
was J. W. McKay, Esq., of tho Hudson 
I3ay Co., who has, kiu lly placed us in 
possession of tho latest iiowd from the 
Cassiar Gold Fields, 

He states that ho loft Dcaso Creek on 
tho 22d of February, Glenura Landing 
on the 14th inst., aud arrived at Fort 
"Wrangei on the 21st iuat. On Deaso 
Creek thoro had been thren tunnel com- 
panies running all winter, — tho Nip and 
Trick Co., one eight miles up Creok, and 
ono a mile up' Creek. Their operations 
had resulted in varied success. No now 
discoveries had been made, and no nows 
of importance had been received from 
DeLoire Creek. The weather had beon 
intensely oold, tho "oldest inhabitant" 
never remembering a winter of so great 
sovority. Tho glass at ono time fell to GO 
dog. below zero. Pack animals suflfored 
terribly and had nearly all died; at the 
second North Fork seven belonging to 
Daikins, and on tho Tuhltan four bolou;;- 
ing to Oregon John were still alivo. 
Provisions wero plentiful and cheap; no 
scarcity of fresh moat at from 25 to 30 
cents per lb.; bacon, 00c. per lb. ; beans, 
22 to 25o. per lb. Coming down the river 
Mr. McKay met Borne 330 minors going 
into the mines. On ono occasion some 
of them were compelled to remain in 
camp four or five days, tho wind, which 
was blowing down stream, being too 
dreadfully cold to faae. 

At Glenora Landing tho fall of snow 
during tho entire winter roached i> total 
of 104 inches; this, however, had packed 
down to 3 foot. Tho travol on the ice was 
not first rate and already in pianos the 
snow was getting soft. About 180 men 
all told are supposed to havo wintored 
in Cassiar. Their health has boon good, 
and with one exception — a case of con- 
sumption — there had been no illness. In 
January last a Cinnamon fell into a 
trance, and his countrymen supposing 
him to be dead, placed him in a colliu and 
wrapped the winding-sheet around his 
body. The following morning they ap- 
proached the coffin with tho intention of 
sorewing the lid down, when to their hor- 
ror and amazement tho supposed corpse 
raised itself from its recumbent position 
and refused to participate in tho burial. 
Tho Chinamen of tho district became so 
alarmed that they insisted that tho man 
was no longer thoir quondam friend and 
companion Sam Sing, but that his soul 
had departed and that the Evil One had 
come amongst them in the garb 
and earthly habitation of their country- 
man. Possessed of this strange supersti- 
tion they spurned Sam Sing from their 
midst; he took rofugo in tho cabin of a 
white man, which was subsequently des- 
troyed by lire, and eventually in a stato 
of insanity the unhappy celestial tired of 
his existence vanished into an obBcnro 
part of tho woods and has never since 
been heard of. To all intents and pur- 
poies he is dead.

THE WEATHER 

Since tho 2nd of November has boon ox- 
tromely cold, ranging from 5 to 50 below 
zero, Stopping completely the prosooution 
of outdoor labor. Any attempt to tuiuo 
hole during tho winter months is just so 
much time and money wasted. Several 
parties havo attempted this fall to get un- 
der ground; but so far have boon unsuc- 
cessful, and not a single dollar has beon 
takon from tho minen on Deaso Crook 
since tho close of tho season, nor is thoro 
tho loast likelihood of more satisfactory 
results boforo spring. Two 

ICE RUSHES 

havo occurred, — tho 1st on tho morning 
of tho 7th, tho 2nd at midnight on the 
14th of November— sweeping everything 
with destructive violence in thoir course. 
Mr. W.m, Hosford, his partner, Mr. New- 
ton, and two friends narrowly escaped 
with thoir lives. Tho first intimation they 
had of tho danger was tho ico and wutar 
bursting through the cabin door, awaking 
them from their slumbers. Thoy escaped 
in their undorclothing through a small 
baak window, baro-headed and without 
boots, to tho cabin of Mr. Kirkpntrick, 
some two hundred foot distant. Tho 
night was bitter cold, tho thormoniotor 
marking 37 below r.ero — fortunately Mr. 
Kirk was at homo and wai not long mak- 
ing a good warm tiro; not.howflYsr.before 



all the parties shipwrecked had their 
hands and feet considerably frozen. Wo 
aro all thankful that Mr. Hosford and Ihr 
friouda bo hapily escaped tho frightful 
danger, for ho iB ono of thoso upright, 
honest men, ovor ready to lend assistance 
to tho distressed. 

THE POPULATION 

of this croek numbers D6 white men, 17 
Chinamen, and 7 Kasgar Indians. The 
whites aro engaged, nearly as I can toll, 
in tho following avocations:— Two hotel 
koopors, throo butchers, threo storekeep- 
ers, threo saloon keepers, ono tailor, 
twelve wood ehoppers, oighteon miuers, 
four wbip-sawors, ono toamstor, (Mr. 
Sullivan,) and our enlightened and well- 
informed Recorder, besides sovon potty 
larceny poker playors, wasting their timo 
at four bits limit. The majority of those 
hero intond going down to MoDame 
Creek on tho ico in March, being convino- 
od that this place will not afford employ- 
ment to any great number of men noxt 
season. Some, most likely, will go fur- 
ther clown tho Do Loiro, although tho 
lotost nows from thoro by Mr. Sam Peter- 
son, n most reliablo person, now winter- 
ing at Oleuora, has thrown a thick cloud 
over tho Btatomonts made by "Dutch 
Honry" on hi6 arrival hero, and ha6 boon 
tho cuuso of provouting many pertous 
from emigrating there in tho spring.

THIBERT CREEK, 

I learn thoro aro soventeon whito mon 
wintering thoro; eight engaged at mining, 
seven sawing lumber, one keeping saloon 
nnd the other trout-lishing. Tho pro- 
spects for mining on this creok next sea- 
sou aro vory good, and quite a largo num- 
ber of men will find employment thoro. 
Thoro is a largo quantity of lumber con- 
tracted for, to bo used in next year's oper- 
ations, which servos to Bhow tho conll- 
donco tho minors have in thoir claims; 
bosides it is believed that * 'littles Do Loiro 
Crock," is an extension of Thibort, and 
boingsomuch deeper, that good drift 
diggings will be found there noxt seasou. 
Hugh Campbell, the latoat arrival from 

MCDAHE CREEK, 

Says there aro twenty-two whito mon and 
four Indians billeted for tho wiutor thore. 
Whip-sawing soems to bo tho only source 
of employment. 20,000 foot having boon 
contracted for by Hugh Nelson & Co. 'a 
agent. Experienced miners havo ovory 
confidence in the richness of tho high bars 
and benches on this crock, and boliovo 
that tho gouoral rosult for noxt season 
cannot fail to givo satisfaction; bosidos, 
it has remunerative tributaries, promi- 
nently Quartz aud Front Crooks, that arc 
cortiin to givo complolo satisfaction to 
miners owning ground on those streams. 

Tho high prices charged on McDamo 
Creek for all articles of consumption dur- 
ing last season has boon tho cause of pro- 
vonting many miners from prospocting 
their claims ana seeking employment in 
other companies. There is no good rea- 
son why this state of things should exist, 
tho distance between McDamo creek snd 
this crook being only 90 mileB by water; 
and on an air-lino not more than fifty 
miles. Yet provisons are almost twioo as 
much there as here. Tho Government 
should do something to remedy this evil. 
A small amount of money oxponded un- 
der tho direction of a fuithful ovorseor 
would build a good trail in a very short 
timo, and bo tho moans of cheapening the 
cost of provisions at least ono third. 

IMPROVEMENTS ON DBASE LAKB. 

Mr. Wm. Fnrron has completed his 
ditch survey, and contracted with China- 
men for tho grading and tho getting out 
of tho sleepers and tios for the flume. 
This is a worthy enterprise and its pro- 
motor desorves success. It will open up 
to miuers from six to eight hundred acres 
of surface diggings on tho numerous 
benches and flats at Laketowu that will 
pay from eight to twelve dollars per day 
to tho hand with a sluice-head of water. 

This is surely a low estimate when it is 
known that tiro and six dollars havo been 
niado with rockerd. It is also a decided 
and permanent benefit to the country, and 
to tho business intorosts of tho district, as 
mining can commouco on this fiat to good 
advantage two mouths earlier, and con- 
tinue ono month later than elsewhere in 
tho district. Wo wish him succosb, and 
with a perfect knowledge of his former 
porsoverance, wo huvo ovory confidenco 
that water will bo running in his flumo 
boforo the 1st of Juno.

PROVISIONS 

Aro reasonable, with only a limited 
stock on hand, barely sufficient to main- 
toin thoso now here until tho arrival of 
trains next season. Bacon, coffee nnd 
butter are not to bo had in large quanti- 
ties. It would be well for parties coming 
horo in tho spring to remombor this fact 
and come provided, olso they will have to 
pay dearly for everything thoy require, 
beef is plentiful and soiling at most rea- 
sonable prices. Mr. Charles Hampton, 
well aud favorably known to most rosid 
euts of this district, has on hand 250 
quartors of No. 1 hoof, and his usual 
remark is, when asked in tlio language of 
tho country; "how is jaw, Charley?" 
"Sound curroncy, my boy; take a quarter 
of beef." A fow moro of this sort of 
mon would bo a most decided acquisition 
to the country, and assist materially in 
developing tho waaltn wo all believe to 
lie hidden in thoso mouutains. 

HOTELS. 

Jim Rodger, successor to Burns & 
Foigh, does no disorodit to the mantlo 
worn by his predecessors and deservedly 
bears tho name of a jolly good follow. Ho 
also has a supply of hoof on hand, ready 
for the boys on thoir return in tho spring 
aud, liko Mr. Hampton, is ready and will- 
ing to assist mining in overy form. 
Carson ft Olarihne, tho liboral and gonial 
hosts of tho best hotel from Victoria to 
Cassiar, aro still keoping an open house 
aud intond doing so (luring during win- 
tor. It is only duo to these gentlemen to 
say that they deserve tho popularity aud 
patronage thoy onjoy. for it will bo diffi- 
cult to find tho individual denied of his 
request by them. Amplo accommodation 
will be provided for all travellers in tho 
spring, as extensive alterations will havo 
beon mado for tho bottor comfort of their 
guests.

If each man will como provided 
with eepplies (o last him until the trains commsnea 
running lu May. there eau be no fear of eltrsvagaot 
charges. Beef will not bo higher than 'JS cts per lb- 
there is » plentiful supply on hand— over three hun- 
erod quarters— and Mr. Hampton assures mo that no 
alteration will bo mado In tho preBout charges.

bo ban nevertheless waxed fat, and hauled 15(1 cords 
of wood and ob many Baw-logs into Luketon this 
winter, making thu experiment a paying speculation 
fur his master. I have heard of green goggles hav- 
ing been worn by horses to deceive tliunj as to tho 
color of the grati, o it "Jack" scorus all such shabby 
tricks and gues it with his eyes wide open. 

Mr. Coney, J. P. has been a resilient among us 
slncotheOth of Decoinbur. Ho leads a very retired 
life, attending strictly to his own business. Good 
order, and good health prevail to tho satisfaction of 
all. Not u single case of sickness lias occurred this 
winter, aud all are now buoyant and full of hops as 
Spring approaches, 

ARCTIC. 

Laketowu, Feb. 25th, 1S7S. 

Editoh Colonist:— In December and January last 
I took upon myself tho task of supplying tho plseo of 
your regular correspon dent during the winter months, 
and givingyou such Information aa in nay Judgment 
might Internet and amuse your readers. 

My first osject was to direct tho attention of the 
miners of this district to the existing state of affairs, 
and thus enablu them to successfully meet dimcalties 
that wero sure to arise tit I tltoy come here uuprovlded 
With supplies. With this view I gave you a short 
account of the state of the market in my letter of the 
•J5th of January, which I hopo may havo reached you 
in time to bo of some Berviee, There could bo no 
certainty of letters from hero going farther than 
Glunon. and unless some person lias gone to Wrangei 
during the winter, I fear iny efforts will be without 
result. 

THE MARKET, 
At present is most deOciont in those staples mostly 
needed by miners. There lu all abundance of Hour, 
which is up to tai por 100 lbs., wnllo nearly all the 
bacon Is held by one tlrm who have advanced the 
price to 55 cents per lb. There Is no justiflabloresson 
for ratling prices beyond those obtained at the cIobo 
Benson, and tbo only cause that can bo assigned for it 
IB tho belief that men will come here expoctlng to 
obtain goods ou as reasonable terms as then. 

I can only repeat what I have said before, that If 
any number of men arrive hero without provisions to 
hut until the packing commences, a rise of from 50 
to 78 percent will most assuredly take place. It is 
to be hoped that miners will heed this can ion and 
protect themselves for the period named at least. 
Butter, sugar, tea. ooffeo, nnd hams ore luxuries only 
to bo had at ouu place of business, at an upward 
Bcnlo of ebargou; and boforo the first of April wo will 
have to dispense with the use of them altogether, sb 
thoro Is but a very small stock now remaining for 
sale. 

THE WEATHER. 

Wo have no idea how cold tho weather ban been 
this winter. Binco the 1st of November we have not 
had tou days that could hu said to be even moderate. 
At Glenora, the best shaded spot ou tho Btickoen Ri- 
ver, the thermometer for woolie at a time stood at 
from 55 to 67 degrees below zero, and cerlnlnly wo 
must bad from 8v« to ten degrees colder. The terri- 
ble experience of this winter will long be remombarod 
by those who had the misfortune to remain lure, and 
no inducement coal • prevail upon any of ur to un- 
dergo thellko punishment again,

Many ef her 111-fnlod passengers left warm friends 
here who mourn their untimely end, and who will 
not forgot tludr happy frame of mind ob leaving us 
last fall to visit tho homes of their youth. But so It 
lu— many of those for tho first time in more than 
twonty yoars had gathered together the means of 
enabling thont in respectability to satlefy the craving 
of a life time, and to bo swept cut of existence at 
such a time, when on the eve of re-uniting with those 
thoy loved and yearned to embrace, was Indeed a csl- 
amllp too terrlblo in its consequences.

Dalken, only eight re- 
maimed when my informant, D. Gardiner, left there 
on tho Bth of this month. This will bo tho last at- 
tempt to winter animals on the Stlcksen, and ou tha 
miners will the loss of these animals chlolly fall next 
uiiminer.

We aro loading a quiet 
sort of dishaway life, infinitely better and moro 
agreeable than formerly. As Spring uud the return 
of thu mineis approucbeu, these accommodating 
placos of resort will bo ru-opuned and Iho proprietors 
ugaln assume tho ancient uud plucld smile of their 
craft. 

THE DOMESTIC INFELICITIES OF THE TAL 
TAN CHIEF. 

Homo time ago a petty Chief of tho Tal Tnn tribo of 
Indians arrived heru and took up his nbodo on the 
other side of Deaso Lako. Ho proceeded without deity 
to build his Wig-Warn, and protect himself snd two 
Wives from the angry blasts of a Caflslar winter. His 
next care waa to provide the moms to maintain his 
family, and with this duty uppermost im his mind, 
ho tarried not until he had completed the Betting of 
u large number of rabbit snares, forgetting, or ap- 
parently uncoasciou of the fact, that he was laying 
snares to catch himself. Matters appeared to run 
smoothly enough for u week or more, but finally the 
green eyed monster stolo intc the chief's camp and 
whispered that other tracks besides his were visible 
in tke snow, but not In quest of rabbits. This 
roused all his native fury, and seeking madanne No. 
1, ho commanded her to tell whom she had received, 
and who liutl given to bor the many flno "Iktas" sho 
bal lately donmtd instead of her native blanket. 
Not receiving satisfactory information ho threatened 
to take out her eyes and cut hia own throat boforo tho 
sun of the next day had risen. She watched her op- 
portunity and Uud to town for protection, her lord 
followed in clouo pursuit. A parley was hold with 
destroyerB of his peace who after much discusBlon 
agreed to give him t3* in bullion, a bag of flour, and 
two bottles of Umejuloe, for bin interest iu aud to 
tho maid cf Kasgar. The neoessary doemments wero 
mado out, thu money Bubsi-rlbed by three individuals; 
(one of whom should hnvo been a defender, not dis- 
turber of the peace) and tho transfer duly made ac- 
cording to tho Indian citbtom. The poor luckless, 
Moon-struck chief immediately set (Ire to his homo 
and departed for Tal Tsu, where ho has vowed to bo 
revenged on the whites. It is just such dlsrepatsblo 
affairs as this that have caused bo much 111. feeling 
against white, people; and who shall say thst this 
Indian will not execute his threat, his vengeance 
falling likely enough upon tho head of some innocent 
lonely truvoller?
